PERSONAL TALK IN THE SENATE.
Go/man and ASdrich Accused by
r Walcott of Being "Steerers."

Washington, Sopt. 27..Tollor oITorod
a resolution, which wont over until to¬
morrow, calling upon the Secretary of
the Treasury (or information as to
when, in what amounts and under what
circumstances the Treasury Department
has anticipated tho payment of the an¬
nual interest in Government bonds
since July 1, 1880.
The resolution offered by Dnbois yos-

terday to postpone action on financial,
tariff and Federal election measures
until next January, when tho States of
Washington, Montana and Wyoming
may bo fully represented In the Senate,
was taken up. The resolution led to
one of the most spirited and personal
debates of the session.
Aftor Dubois' speech in support of it,

Mitchell (Rep., Oregon) made a strong
argument against it. Chandler sug¬
gested its postponement until tho time
would come to show whether action
upon it was really necessary. If It
should appear that the majority in favor
of the repeal bill wouid be so large that
it could not bo effected by three addi¬
tional adverse votes ho would vote
against tho resolution, otherwise he
would vote for it. Ho mado a some¬
what acrimonious allusion to Senators
who had changed their votos on tho
resolution to admit the claimant from
Montana, and Mitchell (Oregon) asked
him whether ho referred to the Senator
from Kansas (Peffer). Chandlor dis-
claimed any intention of alluding
spoclally to any Senator, but said that
he had groater respect for the Senator
from Kansas, who bad changed his vote
and given his roasons therofor, than ho
bad for other Senators who had changed
thi;ir votes and had given no roasons.

It was plain that the two Senators
thus referred to wcro Gorman and
Voorhcos. Then Wolcott broke into
the discussion and ho also spoke of the
sudden and inexplicable changes that
the vole on tho admission of the ap¬pointed Senators had undergone It
was he said a complete metamorphosis.
He then went on to Bpeak of the re¬

peal bill and said that if the Senators
in favor of the ropeal bill would sup¬
port a cloturo rulo thoy would have a
voto on that rule within a reasonable
time and that otherwise Senators
should not be subject to cruel and un¬
usual hours. He said that the opponents
of tho bill had definite information that
an arrangements had already been con¬
summated between certain Senators
on the Republican and tho Democratic
sides an! ho alluded to Gorman and
Aldrich as tho two stoeror.
Then the discussion was participatedin by Allen (Fop , Neb.), Hill, Grayand Butler. Finally Gorman took the

floor and in measured, deliberate and
somewhat angry phrases, replied to
Wolcott's insinuations. Ho went so
far as to make a remark purporting
that the Colorado Senator had ob¬
tained his information about "steerers"
by listening at committee room doors
or receiving reports from eavesdrop¬
pers.

Wolcott, when ho got tho floor at tho
close of Gorman's remarks, resented the
insinuation and denied its truth. Gor¬
man said that Wolcott had misunder¬
stood or misrepresented what he had
said and he repudiated tho intimation
which Chandler and Wolcott mado that
himself and Voorhees had changed thoir
votes on the Montana case without anyreference whatevor to tho repoal bill.
Tho discussion, with all its personal

features, was brought to a close with
some remarks by Aldrich. The Dubois
resolution went to- tho calendar. The
repeal bill was taken up and Pascoo ad¬
dressed the Senate.
Pascoe compared tho condition of tho

Treasury when Harrison came into
power and when Cleveland succeeded
him four years later, tho comparisonbeing, from Pascoe's point of view, in
favor of tho Dompcratic administra¬
tion.
At tho conclusion of Pascoo's spoochWolcott suggested that there was no

quorum present, but a roll call broughtabsentees from tho cloak rooms and a
quorum appeared.

Teller then took tho floor and ho
spoke in a quiet but most impressive
manner. Notwithstanding the oft
reported declaration that that there
was a delay on the subject, he
declared that be had been on the floor
every day in order to find the oppor¬tunity to conclude his remarks of Sep¬tember 11, but no opportunity had pre¬sented Itself.
He then doclarod that Stewart's ar¬

raignment of President Cleveland was
not a personal attack, but was an official
criticism of official acts, and if the doc¬
trine were to prevail hero that a Senator
was not to criticise offioial conduct
thero would be an end in this country of
free government. He did not intend to
discuss the question as to whether the
President had laid himself open to crit
icism. Buche would touch upon that
subject at another time. He argued
that the principle of the indopondenco
of executive and legislative branches of
the Government was, perhaps not per¬ceptibly, but assuredly, being lost.
Before the conclusion of Teller's re¬

marks the Senate went into executive
session and,,at o'clock, adjourned until
to-morrow.

BRUNSWICK'S EPIDEMIC.

Eighteen New Cases of Yellow
Fever Reported Yesterday.

Brunswick, Ga., Sept. 27.. Eighteen
new cases of yellow fever wero reported
to day. The patients are seven white
people, Including two children, and
olevon colored persons some ot whom
are children.
There are now thirty-two cases undor

treatment, and about seventy of malaria,
many of which aroepxpected to develop
into yellow fever.
The sudden chilliness in the atmos¬

phere and a strong northeast wind
blowing tho malaria off tho rice fields
towards the city can bo taken as the
cause of the groat increaso in tho num¬
ber of cases. The same condition of
affairs was noticed in tbo epidemic of
1870, and history is repeating itself.
A startling increaso in tho number

of cases may bo expeotod but the
mortality will bo held down if possible.
Surgeons Murray and Badgot expect a
large daily increase in cases, but are
now thoroughly prepared to properly
atteni to the sick, and with their
directions observed by tho patients,
will lo36 few. Tho physicians are
constantly answering calls, but are
bearing up manfully under the terrible
mental and physical strain and will
remain at their poBts.

Against Free Coinage of Silver
and for Unconditional Repeal.

Itoply of the President to a Letter l-'rom
Governor Northeu, of Georgia-lie
Wants n Suund, Safe .Medium of Kx*
change and n Dollar That Will be
Worth a Dollars' Worth of Labor or

floods.The Democratic Party, He Said,
Should Not be Held Responsible for
the Delay In the Semite A Clear and
Concise Statement of Ills Position.

Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 27..Tho Con¬
stitution to-morrow will print a letter
from President Cleveland to Governor
Northen in which the Presidont states
his position on tho financial question
at somo length. Tho letter is in roply
to one written by Governor Northen en
the 15th instant.
The governor refuses to give his letter

out for publication, but it is known that
it presented a graphic condition of tho
political situation in Georgia and tho
South, and urged upon the President
the expediency of a public utterance
from him more comprehensive than his
recent message as to tho proper policy
to be pursued by Congress upon ques¬tions affecting the stringency of the
times and the needs of tho peopleIt is understood that in his letter
Governor Northen pointed out inroads
being made in Democratic ranks by the
Populists by reason of the neglect or
delay on the part of tho Democratic
majority in congress to meet legislation
on the line of tho party platform pledges.He dwelt especially on the financial
situation and political interest of tho
farmers of the South who constitute so
great a proportion of tho Democracy.The President's reply to that letter
was received this evening and is as fol¬
lows:

'.Executive Mansion, )
Washington,D. C, Sept. 25, l!)9:t. \"Hon. W. J. Northen:
"My Dear Siu:.I hardly know how

to roply to your letter of tho 15th iust.
It seems to mo that I am quite plainly
on record concerning tho financial ques¬tion. My letter accepting tho nomina¬
tion of tho Presidency, when road in
connection with tho message latolysont
to tho Congress in extraordinary ses¬
sion, appears to be very explicit.
"I want a currency that is stablo and

safe in tho hands of our people. I will
not knowingly bo implicated in a con¬
dition that will justly make mo in the
least degree answerablo to any laborer
or farmer in the United States for a
shrinkage in the purchasing power of
tho dollar he has received for a full
dollar's worth of work, or for a gooddollar's worth of the product of bis toll.
"I not only want our curroncy to be

of such a character that all kinds of
dollars will be of equal purchasing
power at home, but I want it to be of
such a character as will demonstrate
abroad our wisdom and good faith, thus
placing upon a firm foundation a credit
among the nations of the oarth.

"I want our financial conditions and
tho laws relating to our currency so safe
and reassuring that those who havo
money will spend and Invest it in busi¬
ness and new enterprises instead of
hoarding it. You cannot cure fright bycalling it foolish and unreasonable and
you cannot prevent the frightened men
from hoarding this money.

"I want good, sound and stable
money, and a condition of confidence
that will keep it in use within tho
limits of what I have written. I am a
friend of silver, but I believe its properplace in our currency can only bo fixed
by a readjustment of our currency legis¬lation and the inauguration of a con¬
sistent and comprehensive financial
schemo.

"1 think such a thing can only be
entered upon profitably and hopefullyafter tho repeal of tho law which is
charged with all our financial woes. In
tho present state of tho public, mind
this law cannot be built upon nor
patched in such a way as to rellove tho
situation.

"I am therefore opposed to the freo
and unlimited coinago of silvor by this
country alono and independently, and I
am in favor of the immediate and un¬
conditional ropoal of tho purchasingclause of the so-called Sherman law.

"I confess I am astonished by tho op¬position in the Sonato to such promptaction as would relieve '.ho present un¬
fortunate situation. My daily prayer is
that the delay occasioned by such oppo¬sition may not be the cause of plunging
tho country into deeper depression than
it has yet known, and that tho Demo¬
cratic party may not bo justly held re¬
sponsible for such a catastrophe.

and was driven to his home on Camp-boll avenue. Tho time of his arrival
waa not known to a very large number
of people or the assemblage at the depotwould have been much greater.
Mayor Trout's wound although still

painful is doing well and it will no
doubt soon allow him to attend to his
business as usual. The wound was
dressed soon after his arrival by Dr.

Maj B. T. Mason, who had announced
hiui'clf an independent candidate for
senator from this district in ex Gov¬
ernor Lee's interest as a candid, to for
tho United States Senato, withdrew
Saturday in consequoncn of a letter re¬
ceived from General Fit/.
